The wonders of nature never cease on the Isle of Sheppey. The rare Maid of Kent beetle (Emus hirtus) 
can be found scurrying among the shallow pools and mudflats at RSPB Elmley. 

The nature reserve is one of only two sites in the country providing a habitat to the invertebrate. 
The Maid of Kent isn't lonely on its island home. The Royal Society for the Protection of Birds 
announced that out of 13,400 species recorded on its reserves across the country more than half were 
insects - birds accounted for less than three per cent.

SWALE has the highest level of 
binge drinking in east Kent costing 
the health service tens of thousands 
of pounds and taking beds from the 
sick according to health officials. 

The news comes after NHS chiefs and police 
held an emergency public drink debate in 
Maidstone to tackle the problem of alcohol 
abuse in south east England. 

Latest figures, published by the Association 
of Public Health Observatories, reveal Swale 
has the worst binge drinking record in eastern 
and coastal Kent ahead of Canterbury, Thanet, 
Dover, Ashford and Shepway. 

Sixteen per cent of the population are classi¬ 
fied as binge drinkers with almost 1,300 
alcohol-related hospital admissions each year. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent’s lead com¬ 
missioner for healthy lifestyles, Gerald Bassett, 
said alcohol abuse Swale was on the up. 

He said: “Many people slip into a pattern of 
drinking without realising they are having one 
or two drinks too many. While most people 
enjoy alcohol safely and sensibly, the increase 
in binge drinking is a growing concern. 

“It is recommended that men drink no more 
than three to four units and women two to four 
units on a regular basis. 

“Any small increase can have serious effects 
on your long-term health, such as increasing 
the risk of memory loss, some cancers, stroke, 
while also affecting your sleep and making you 
put on weight. 

“Many people do not realise that a seeming 
tolerance to drink is actually a warning sign

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Iron Age find 
causes quite a 
stink for island

ARCHEOLOGISTS work¬ 
ing on the Isle of Sheppey 
have discovered an 
enormous pit of excrement 
dating from the Iron Age. 

The unsavoury time capsule, 
which experts say could provide 
valuable insights into the lifestyle of 
the island’s ancient inhabitants, was 
discovered at Warden Bay Road, 

Leysdown, during a dig which also 
recovered a make-up kit, brooches, 
ceramic vessels and human bone 
dating back to the Bronze Age. 

Archaeologist Andy Margate said 
they knew the site was significant 
early on in the dig. 

“Clearly there was no sewage 
system back then so there wasn’t 
anywhere for it to go. 

“It was evident what we were deal¬ 
ing with. It’s likely ditches were built 
around the settlement because of the 
abundance of faeces. 

“Essentially they lived on top of 
mounds of human waste. 

“It’s an exciting find. Working as an 
archaeologist in the summer is great, 
but it can get a bit cold in the winter 
so this has kept us going. 

“We knew what we’d found, but 
everything is sent back to base in 
Brighton where it is environmental¬ 
ly analysed. It is what it is. 

“On the adjacent site we uncovered 
a late Iron Age or early Roman 
funeral pit, containing three frag¬ 
mented ceramic vessels associated 
with cremated human bone, up to six 
badly corroded copper alloy brooches 
and a cosmetic set comprising of a 
copper-alloy pestle mortar.” 

The archaeology team started 
digging in September and will spend 
two more months investigating the 
site which will eventually be home to 
a new school for 120 children from 
Warden Bay. 

The children currently travel to

Eastchurch to attend school. A 
planning application has been sub¬ 
mitted and a decision is expected 
early next year. 

Mr Margate said: “Kent County 
Council commissioned Archaeology 
South East to investigate land at 
Leysdown Road which was ear¬ 
marked for a new children’s school. 

“It is usual for the council to ask us 
to investigate land if they believe it 
to be archeologically significant. 

We dug preliminary trenches and 
the find was substantial so we pro¬ 
ceeded to a full excavation of the site.”

A SHEERNESS Lifeboat and RAF 
Helicopter were involved in a three- 
hour search and rescue operation that 
turned out to be a hoax suicide call. 

RNLI Sheemess Inshore lifeboat 
was launched at 11.13pm on 
November 26 after receiving informa¬ 
tion that a female had jumped from 
Rochester bridge. 

An RAF rescue helicopter was 
scrambled from Wattisham to search 
the area together with the onshore 
coastguard. RNLI Inshore returned 
to shore after searching the waters for 
more than three hours. 

A spokesperson for the Martime 
and Coastguard Agency said: “Police 
received a call at 10.53am made from 
a phone box by a female who said she 
was going to commit suicide and jump 
off the bridge. 

“Police on the ground went to the 
phone box and bridge with sniffer dogs 
and emergency crews, a RAF helicop¬ 
ter and the onshore coastguard who all 
searched for more than three hours. 

“The search concluded that the call 
was a hoax. Certainly if someone had 
jumped in the river a body would 
have been found by now.”

ONE year after the collapse of 
Woolworths, stores across the region 
lie empty or taken up by pound 
shops because supermarket giants 
have squeezed town centres dry 

That is the opinion of an entrepreneur deter¬ 
mined to maintain the Faversham business 
whilst Woolies in Sheemess remains empty, and 
the Sittingboume store trades as a pound shop. 

City lawyer Parminder Bains took a career 
break to save the store in Faversham town cen¬ 
tre and he believes the success of the shop, now 
trading as BK Homewares, will rest heavily on 
the containment of supermarket giants and the 
loyalty of the community. 

He said: 'Woolworths store in Faversham was 
very popular, but was restricted because the

range of goods it could offer was controlled 
by head office. We can be more flexible. 

“However, the success of shops trading in 
the town centres relies on supermarkets being 
contained. If Tesco or Morrissons were given an 
extra 10,000 sq ft they’d eat up my range and 
I’d be out of business. 

“It’s as simple as that. You have to be able to 
offer something different at a good price. 

“Effectively this is why so many Woolworths 
in Swale remain empty or taken over by pound 
stores. Small retailers simply can’t afford to 
compete with the big stores. 

“Unless Faversham town centre is protected 
it will end up like Sittingboume or Sheemess.” 

Mr Bains’s warning comes after Sainsbury’s 


applied to open what would be the third super¬ 
market in Faversham. Tesco and Morrisons 
already trade in the town and Sainsbury’s hope 
to open a store in 2010. 

Sainsbury’s chief financial officer admitted 
they had proactively chased the Woolworth trade. 

Darren Shapland said: “In things that 
Woolworths used to do well, wraps, stationery, 
children’s clothing and toys, we have stepped 
up significantly to take advantage.” 

Mr Bains said he would fight to stay in the 
town. 

He said: “We offer tens of thousands of lines, 
many of which you can’t get elsewhere. 

“We will always try to source an item for cus¬ 
tomers and offer a free delivery service for pur¬ 
chases over £25. With the help of the communi¬ 
ty we hope to continue trading for a long time.”

that their body has started to be affected 
by alcohol.”

THE fight against diabetes in Swale 
was boosted after a university was 
awarded £100,000 to spend on 
improving health in the community. 

According to an NHS spokesman 
nine per cent of children in the 
region are classified as obese and the 
level of physical activity is well 
below the national average. 

Doctors have linked obesity to the 
killer disease diabetes with almost 
6,000 people across Swale suffering 
from the condition, placing it above 
the national average. 

The spokeman said: “While educa¬ 
tion and awareness were key to solv¬ 
ing the diabetes problem in Swale, 
tackling obesity when it is at its 
early stage is essential in preventing 
the spread of the disease and this 
can only be achieved by getting the 
community moving.” 

The money, awarded to the sports 
science centre at the University of 
Kent, was provided from the South 
East Coastal Communities Project. 

It will be distributed as grants to 
existing sports clubs and used to set 
up two new sports clubs. 

Money will also be spent on stag¬ 
ing family-based sports activities 
and launching a festival of cycling 
to increase the number of children

school. 

University lecturer Dr James 
Hopker said he hoped the project 
would build a lasting legacy in the 
area. 

He said: “Research shows that 
even moderate physical activity 
contributes to a better quality of life, 
and this funding will start to give 
people more choice over what physi¬ 
cal activities to do.” 

According to Dr Hopker the success 
of the scheme would rely heavily on 
the motivation of the community. 

“By promoting health-related 
benefits, enjoyment and self-esteem 
that comes from being physically 
active we aim to broaden horizons 
for young and old alike,” he said. 

“We are aiming for long-term 
results, not only in terms of new 
equipment and better facilities, but 
in newly acquired knowledge and 
skills about healthy living being 
passed onto to family and friends.

Teamwork'is 

best way to 
improve area' 


NIGHTMARE neighbours, graffiti 
and anti-social drinking are just 
some of the issues better dealt with 
by working together. 

Both Swale borough commander Ch 
Inspector Tony Henley and the new chief exec¬ 
utive of Swale council Abdool Kara, back a 
partnership approach to tackling crime in 
Swale. 

Mr Kara said: “It makes sure there are no 
gaps in services, especially when it isn’t imme¬ 
diately clear if something is a police issue or a 
council issue. Rather than let it slip through 
the net, we respond together. 

A Community Safety Unit recently opened 
in the council building in Sittingboume, which 
Mr Kara describes as “the engine room of our 
partnership”. 

Staff from the police, council and housing 
associations meet daily to identify problems. 

Mr Kara said: “Together we are better able 
to connect with, listen to and engage with local 
communities when it comes to crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour.” 


Ch Insp Tony Henley, from Swale Police, 
said: “It gives us an opportunity to solve prob¬ 
lems rather than just suppress them. 

“For example, if there is a problem with 
anti-social behaviour, an initial response will 
in all likelihood mean sending in a neighbour¬ 
hood policing team who I would expect to deal 
robustly with incidents as they happen. 

“However the longer-term solution may 
involve working with a local housing team 
who have powers to deal with tenants who 
make other people’s lives a misery. 

“This tactic was used recently when Amicus 
Horizon used evidence gained by the police to 
evict some anti-social tenants from their house 
in Faversham. The judge in the case compli¬ 
mented Swale council, Amicus Horizon, the 
police and residents for working together. 

Graffiti is another problem the police and 
council have joined forces to combat. Council 
street wardens quickly remove the graffiti, but 
also photograph and log the material so when 
offenders are arrested they can be linked to 
other similar offences. The CSU has also 
teamed up with the probation service to use

the community payback scheme which makes 
offenders help clean the mess up. 

The agencies have worked together to tackle 
alcohol fuelled anti-social behaviour in 
Sheemess. Chief Inspector Henley said: “The 
council introduced an alcohol control zone 
throughout the town. This gives us the power 
to seize alcohol from anyone who is behaving 
anti-socialfy. 

My officers have taken full advantage of this 
power making 170 such confiscations in 
August alone. The council have also intro¬ 
duced Alcohol Control Zones in Leysdown and 
Warden as well as Sittingboume. They are 
also currently consulting with Faversham res¬ 
idents about the same issue.” 

Both Mr Kara and Chief Inspector Henley 
realise their work is far from done, but are 
encouraged by the positive results that have 
been achieved by their staff in the recent 
months. 



Booze control zone planned 


AN alcohol control zone could be introduced 
in Faversham in an effort to combat drink- 
related problems in the town. 

Consultation on restricted booze areas will 
take place until December 31 and comes 
after residents complained about nuisance 
drinkers and anti-social behaviour. 

If it is introduced the Faversham control 
zone will follow the lead of Sittingboume, 
Sheemess and Leysdown. 

Swale council safety officer Charlotte 
Hudson said: “Having seen the success that 
we had in Sittingboume and on Sheppey it is 
right that we have an area in place in 


Faversham. It is so important that everyone 
can enjoy the benefits of a vibrant town cen¬ 
tre without having to endure disorder or the 
behaviour of people who have consumed too 
much alcohol. 

“The powers are not intended to dismpt 
peaceful activities and do not make it a crim¬ 
inal offence to consume alcohol within the 
zone. However, if an individual refuses to 
stop drinking when asked to by police, penal¬ 
ties include arrest and fines up to £500.” 

A consultation meeting will take place at 
Faversham town council offices on December 
21 .

A PRISONER due to be trans¬ 
ferred to another jail claims his 
human rights have been infringed 
after warders said he would have 
to ditch his beloved budgie. 

Convict Paul Brown has hit out at “cruel” 
prison officers who told him there would be 
no room for his pet. 

Brown, a prisoner at Swaleside prison on 
Sheppey, has launched an official complaint. 

He said: “I have had my budgie for more 
than five years and any pet owner will tell 
you how close you become to your animal. To 
be told you have to abandon it is very dis¬ 
tressing, cruel and stressful.” 

The con, who is serving a life sentence, is 
said to have been inspired to get a budgie 
after watching the film Birdman of Alcatraz. 

Starring Hollywood icon Burt Lancaster, 
the 1962 movie tells of real-life double mur¬ 
derer Robert Stroud, who befriends an 
injured sparrow after finding it in the exer¬ 
cise yard of the notorious island jail. 

The killer then becomes a world authority 
on birds as he reads up about his winged 
friend during his 53-year sentence. 

An insider at the category B jail, which 
houses 778 inmates with roughly half doing 
life sentences, said fellow lags have nick¬ 
named Brown “the birdman”.

The source said the potential loss of his pet 
had left him devastated. 

The source said: “He’s absolutely gutted. 
He’s had the little thing for ages and he talks 
to it all day. He’s a bit of a loner so the budgie 
has been ideal company for him.

According to prison rules 
lifers are the only category of inmates who 
are allowed to keep pets, but a spokesman for 
the Ministry of Justice said there were a 
number of potential factors why he might not 
be allowed, including problems paying vet 
bills and health and safety. 

The spokesman said: “The policy is set out 
in Prison Service Order 1250, Prisoners 
Property. Any pet that a prisoner is permit¬ 
ted to keep is entirely at the discretion of the 
prison governor. If Mr Brown wishes to take 
his pet when he is transferred to a category 
C prison, he will have to submit a request to 
the Governor.”

Fury at plan to cut benefit 

CONSERVATIVE parliamentary candidate 
Gordon Henderson has hit out at 
Government plans to scrap non-means test¬ 
ed allowances for the elderly. 

Mr Henderson claims the Government’s 
proposal to create a unitary national care 
benefit system will result in thousands of 
pensioners across Swale loosing the atten¬ 
dance and disability living allowances. 

He said: “Pensioners will each lose an aver¬ 
age of £3,400 under a scheme that would 
affect over 3,000 pensioners in Sittingboume 
and Sheppey.

Pugin's restored gem 
awaits new purpose 

A “STUNNING” church building in 
Sittingboume is going to waste, despite thou¬ 
sands of pounds being invested in its restora¬ 
tion. 

More than £80,000 
has been spent on 
preserving St 

Catherine’s Church 
in Kingsdown and 
the Church 

Conservation Trust 
wants to see it filled 
with people once 
again. 

Sittingboume and 
Sheppey MP Derek 
Wyatt has backed the 
campaign and said 
the church would 
make a great venue. 

“St Catherine’s is 
simply stunning,” Mr Wyatt said. “It could 
serve a purpose for the communities that sur¬ 
round it, for educational visits, concerts or 
meetings. 

“Considering its architectural and historic 
value, it would be a crying shame for it to 
remain empty. There is no reason why it should 
not be welcoming people on a regular basis.” 

St Catherine’s is the only remaining com¬ 
plete Anglican church to have been designed by 
Catholic architect Edward Pugin. It was built 
in 1866 and is still largely as Pugin intended. 

Conservation trust official John Vigar said: 
‘We want people to visit the church and help us 
look after it. We have spent a considerable 
amount on it, now we want to see people bene¬ 
fiting from it. 

“It’s important that churches like this are 
accessible and have a place in community life, 
even though not as a place of regular worship.”

Tell us a little bit about yourself. 


A I am the climate change officer at Swale 
council. This is a new post and was only cre¬ 
ated in 2008.1 have worked for the council since 
2000 and was previously the energy efficiency 
officer so I was well placed to take over the role. 

It’s a new job and by definition it’s ever 
changing. Climate change is gradually being 
prioritised by central government and this 
naturally filters down to the local authorities. 
Hence, we are constantly responding to new 
challenges and findings. 

As part of my remit I am required to report 
to central government on Swale’s performance 
in carbon emissions and how we propose to 
tackle climate change in our region. I project- 
led Swale though the carbon trust’s carbon 
management programme and I am currently 
compiling a climate change strategy, which is 
due to go to consultation next spring. 

I also sit on the Consumer Council for 
Water’s London and South East Committee 
which is the watchdog for the industry. 

This is something I do in my own time and is 
not part of my job at Swale council. 

Before I joined the council I lived and 
worked in Kenya for several years.

Swale gets a bad press sometimes - tell us something 
positive?

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Youth leader cals for 

curriculum change

POLITICS should be part of the 
schools’ national curriculum, 
according to the leader of the 
Kent Youth County Council. 

Rhys George, 18, told Yourpapers that edu¬ 
cation was key for young people to have a 
better understanding of the political system. 

“We are the next generation,” he said. 

“It’s so important that young people under¬ 
stand what’s going on so they have a voice. 

“The youth council has been pushing for 
political education to be on the syllabus at 
school for year seven pupils and upwards. 

Support 

‘We’ve got government ministers’ support 
and have been speaking to people to see what 
we can do.” 

His comments came as the newly elected 
members of the youth council were announced 
yesterday, naming the young people who will 
represent youngsters across Kent. 

There were 106 candidates battling it out for 
the 48 seats that were up for grabs and more 
than 30,000 people were expected to vote. 

Last year, around 30,000 people turned out 
to the polling stations, but this year, with the 
highest number of candidates standing ever, 
it was predicted to be even more. 

There were four seats available to repre¬ 
sent each of the 12 district or borough coun¬ 
cils and candidates could stand for election in 
the area they live or where they go to school 
or college. 

The youth council is made up of 48 elected 
members aged between 11 and 18-years-old, 
who meet 10 times a year in the council 
chambers at County Hall in Maidstone. 


Committee meetings are also held 
throughout the year to discuss ongoing cam¬ 
paigns and issues. 

They work closely with officers and mem¬ 
bers of Kent County Council, letting them 
know about the concerns of the county’s 
young people. 

Members of the youth council also make up 
the UK Youth Parliament to take county 
matters to the national forum. 

Already they have brought in a travel 
scheme called the Freedom Bus Pass which 
provides unlimited travel for young people in 
Kent for one payment per year of £50. 

It proved so successful in east Kent it was 
rolled out across the whole county last year. 

Rhys said: We work closely with members 
of KCC and the leader Paul Carter who helps 
us with our aims. 

“The youth council is apolitical though so 
we try and avoid getting too deep into politics 
when making decisions.” 

From next year, the youth council will also 
have more control over its own budget. 

Currently, members are invited by differ¬ 
ent projects and budget holders within KCC 
to represent the views of young people and 
recommend how money should be spent. 

But they recently advised on KCC’s overall 
budget which will be decided next Februaiy 
and the youth members’ views will be present¬ 
ed as part of that decision-making process. 

Rhys said he is excited about the year 
ahead. 

“I was elected a year ago and it’s been real¬ 
ly good fun,” he said. “I’m looking forward to 
seeing some new faces - it will change the 
dynamics of the group. 

“The new members will be really eager to 
go out and do things straight away.” 

Rhys, who lives on the Isle of Sheppey, said 
he always had an interest in politics, thanks

Gary Wright questions whether giving aid to illegal immigrants in Calais is the right thing to do this winter 



Is Kent Refugee Help making a 
difficult situation even worse? 


ARE we really doing the right 
thing taking blankets and clothes 
to illegal immigrants waiting to 
cross to the UK from Calais? 

This coming weekend, volunteers from Kent 
Refugee Help will travel to Calais to hand out 
clothes, sleeping-bags and blankets to immi¬ 
grants in the French port. 

I believe we should be asking Why?’. 

Kent Refugee Help is a registered charity 
which helps people who have been detained at 
the Immigration Centre in Dover. 

On the surface the idea of crossing the 
Channel to make sure the assembled migrants 
are able to survive the onset of winter can only 
be seen as a decent act of human kindness. 

Volunteer Kate Adams points out that it is a 
‘humanitarian crisis’ made worse since the 
French authorities in September tore down 
the wooded encampment area known as ‘The 
Jungle’ where up to 800 immigrants lived - 
waiting to smuggle themselves into Britain. 

But in September the French government 


demonstrated it would play a part in breaking 
the illegal immigration chain that leads from 
Africa to Britain by making it more difficult to 
‘live’ in Calais. So, why are British people 
going to Calais to help make it easier for ille¬ 
gal immigrants to stay there? 

It is getting cold and the hand-out (funded 
with a United Nations grant and working with 
the No Borders Network) has been timed to 
coincide with Christmas - which will mean 
little to most would-be asylum-seekers. 

These people are in France already, a fine 
civilised countiy. And if they care to retrace then- 
steps, the Mediterranean coast is far milder at 
this time of year. I was in Calais a month ago and 
there was still plenty of evidence of young people 
being corralled by police and fed by volunteers. 

And do not forget, the people of Calais have to 
suffer being the assembly point for immigrants 
with no interest in their community. 

Sangatte was where ‘asylum seekers’ assem¬ 
bled between 1999 and 2002, just a few miles 
away. There the French Red Cross ran a camp 
for the assembled mass. 

I visited it in 2001. Inside the giant hangar 


it was seething - overflowing lavatories and 
overcrowding. I learned the people all had a 
common dream: a better life in Britain. 

A lad in his late teens shared his heart- 
wrenching story of a tortuous four-week jour¬ 
ney across two continents, hiding in ships and 
trucks, being met and moved on to the next leg 
thanks to $10,000 paid by his father to people- 
traffickers. He was now just 22 miles from his 
goal. I understood his desperation. 

But I also met people who lived in Sangatte, 
which has a population of just 800. They were 
outnumbered two-to-one by would-be asylum 
seekers. They were overwhelmed - and their 
homes, land and quality of life were, too. I 
understood their desperation. 

I don’t doubt the sincerity of Kent Refugee 
Help, but it needs to be careful. France, like the 
rest of the EU, wants asylum seekers to stay in 
the first safe countiy they reach and the chain of 
economic migration broken. 

That means those organisations which rely on 
refugees for their work in Kent might be unnec¬ 
essary. We must consider carefully whether we 
should be encouraging people to stay in Calais.

Jon Culshaw is not a supreme 
master of his art, like Rory Bremner, 
yet he has enough in his locker to 
justify a show of his own. 

While he is less brutal than his 
rivals, his new effort, The Impressions 
Show With Culshaw And Stephenson, 
still manages to score a few hits. 

While his attempts at Bruce 
Forsyth, Boris Johnson and Jonathan 
Ross fall short (why bother when 
others have them down so well?), 
others are very good indeed. 

It may not be the best-known of his 
targets, but his Dominic Littlewood 
(the bald guy who crops up on The 
One Show dispensing money-saving 
tips) is inspired and could probably 
pass for the real thing. 

The Michael Macintyre he does is 
also top-notch, while it’s high time 
someone had a decent stab at David 
Cameron, who, as probably the next 
Prime Minister, must be the holy 
grail for the top impressionists in 
Britain. 

Still, for every impression that 
hits the mark, such as Simon Cowell, 
there’s another that falls woefully 
short, like his Adrian Chiles. 

This is one of those shows that you 
can happily dip in and out of.

Bovis Homes sees an 
encouraging sales boost 

BOVIS Homes achieved 1,488 private 
reservations in the year to November 13, 
an 83 per cent rise on the comparative 
figure for the same period in 2008. 

The group also says it anticipates 
legally completing around 1,800 sales in 
2009, of which 1,500 are expected to be 
private homes, compared with 1,223 a 
year earlier, and about 300 social homes, 
compared with 594. 

In addition, private sales prices have 
seen “a modest improvement” since the 
end of June and Bovis expects to 
increase the value of its existing land 
bank, while continuing to proceed with 
land purchases. 

Also Barratt Developments reported it 
is shying away from the apartment mar¬ 
ket to focus on building houses. 

According to the firm, banks and build¬ 
ing societies are wary of lending on 
apartments because of oversupply and 
pre-credit crisis mortgage scams that 
involved property valuations being 
deliberately inflated.

The politics behind getting 
your planning permission 


RESIDENTIAL property develop¬ 
ers are less likely to get planning 
permission for developments in 
Tory-controlled local authorities, 
according to law firm McGrigors. 

They say developers who want to increase 
their stock should act quickly if they are in a 
Labour or Liberal Democrat district, in case 
the Conservatives win the next round of local 
elections. 

Research by the law firm shows that over 
the last year Tory councils approved an aver¬ 
age of 63 per cent of planning applications for 
major housing developments compared to 69 
per cent in local authorities not under 
Conservative control. 

McGrigors said this was significant as 
Conservatives control is most heavily concen¬ 
trated in the south east of England where 
housing shortages are the most acute. 

The research also found that 60 per cent of 
Local Planning Authorities with the lowest 
percentage of planning permissions granted 
for major housing developments are run by 
the Conservatives. 

McGrigors warned that if the Conservatives 
increased their 51 per cent control of UK coun¬ 
cils at the next election then it could become 
harder for developers to obtain planning per¬ 
mission. This, it said, meant Britain could face 
the risk of more severe housing shortages in 
the long term. The firm advised developers to 
make planning applications before the May 
elections in order to maximise the chances of 
obtaining consent. 

Suzanne Gill, partner at McGrigors, said: “A 
slow and expensive planning approval process 
has contributed to a lack of new housing and,

in part, to the boom and bust of property 
prices. 

“Shortages of new homes are not restricted 
to metropolitan areas. In many rural areas 
people looking to buy for the first time are 


being priced out of their local community 
because of the lack of new, affordable housing.” 

“Developers are wondering how a change in 
government will impact planning policy. There 
is a concern that a tightening of planning reg¬ 
ulations will impact on their ability to deliver 
projects and make housing a less attractive 
part of the construction market.”

Honda gives an insight 
into future of motoring 


INSIGHT is a good name for a 
ground-breaking car, except that 
the latest incumbent aims be as 
conventional as possible. 

The original Insight (2000-2005) arrived 
when petrol-electric hybrids were frontier 
technology. Slippery aerodynamic coupe lines 
made it look futuristic, but it was never going 
to storm the market with just two seats and a 
bootload of batteries. 

Honda’s hybrid ambitions were also carried 
briefly by the Civic IMA (Integrated Motor 
Assist) saloon, but it never bested Toyota’s 
rival Prius. 

Its Insight replacement is more convincing 
with a bigger cabin, hatchback rear and a 95 
per cent rebuild of the IMA powertrain, which 
slashed bulk and manufacturing costs to level 
the playing field against conventional eco 
rivals like the Golf BlueMotion and Focus 
ECOnetic diesels. 

Priced from £15,990, with low depreciation, 
Benefit in Kind taxation and everyday running 
costs, it should average well over 60mpg - ver¬ 
ified by my week with the car - and adds up

financially against the above rivals. It also 
undercuts its Prius arch-rival (from £18,590), 
though you still pay £35/road tax as C02 emis¬ 
sions are not low enough to reach the free zone. 

Expect it to be bulletproof too, with Honda 
stating the batteries will outlast the car itself. 

A genuine five-seat cabin with flat rear floor 
means the centre back passenger does not feel 
cramped and a 408-litre boot also beats most 
rival family hatchbacks, but falls short of the 
slightly longer Prius (446). 

It is not a stunning car to drive though and 
gearchanging is managed by a smooth contin¬ 
uously variable (CVT) gearbox, but we are 
entering an era of lower emissions and energy¬ 
saving tyres. At least you get an eye-catching 
dash, with aids to extract the best environmen¬ 
tally and financially from a new 87bhp 1.3-litre 
engine and 12bhp electric motor combining to 
offer 0-62mph in a respectable 12.5 seconds. 

The latter looks pathetic on paper, but elec¬ 
tric motors offer lots of grunt versus weight 
and virtually instantaneous power, not that 
the Insight encourages racy driving; whether 
you press the ‘Econ’ button for ultra-green 
mode or not you soon learn to use the throttle 
sensitively for a green glow of eco success.
